Every bulb I sell is grown on the western coast. 


All shipments in the U.S. are prepaid to destination. 
If your express office is different from your postal sta- 
tion, kindly give both with your order. 


I ship bulbs at the proper planting time. Sometimes 
this necessitates two and even three shipments to an 
order, which is an additional expense to me, but it guar- 
antees you fresh bulbs. Candidum and Testaceum are 
dormant in late July or early August, according to the 
season. Please place your orders early —we ship in 
August. The Fritillarias are best moved quite early— 
they should be planted in July or early August. Notho- 
hrion Thompsonianum should be planted early. We ship 
August-September. All other early flowering les will 
be shipped during October-November. Late flowering 
during November. According to our season. If you will 
be away from home, please leave instructions for some 
one to plant them upon arrival, as they should not be 
out of the ground longer than possible. 


With the exception of Giganteum Him. and Cordatum, 
every bulb I offer, even “flowering size’, has already 
bloomed or budded to bloom. 


I am an advocate of fall planting of lily bulbs—I do 
not keep bulbs in cold storage, nor is it possible for me 
to mail a spring catalogue—bulbs begin growing here 
too early. 


I do not sell wholesale as I have all I ean do to take 
care of my retail orders.

LONGIFLORUM “ESTATE LILY’’—This is a beautiful display lily for your 
garden, proves hardy wherever the Easter Lily can grow, but gives you much 
larger flowers, more of them, and taller, stronger stems than the Easter Lily. 
Originally propagated in the Southern Oregon coastal region, this lly far 
outstrips all other varieties in size and substance of flower, stature and ease 
of culture.

This is a wonderful display lily 
for springtime bloom in private greenhouses and for weddings and church. 
Only a very few plants are required for an excellent display. 

Use a 7-ineh pot for one bulb of 7-9 in. cir. and a 10-inch pot for three of them. 

Use an 8-inech pot for one bulb of 9-11 inches. 

Pot during November or early December and heel pots into some protected 
location, cold frame is fine, where they will not freeze. Move to greenhouse of 
55 to 60 degrees at night, about first week in January, where they require ap- 
proximately 120 days. The bulbs should be kept moderately moist but not over- 
watered.

The bulbs grown from seed of these hybrids do not always come true to the 
type. They may vary a little in color or in time of blossoming. But they are all 
nice lilies and good size bulbs. It will pay vou to try them. 


BELLINGHAM HYBRID SEEDLINGS—This fine race of lilies was produced 
through the efforts of the late Dr. David Griffiths at the Experiment Station 
of the United States Department of Agriculture in Bellingham, Washington. 
Descriptions of the named varieties, Cyrus Gates, Douglas Ingram, Kulshan, 
Sacajawea, Shuksan and Star of Oregon, will be found in alphabetical order 
in this list. In addition to these, we have on hand a stock of selected seedlings 
raised from seed of these named types which we are offering this season. Con- 
siderable variation will, of course, be found in these plants, the flowers rang- 
ing in color from light orange yellow to the rich orange red of L. Pardalinum 
(one of the parent plants).

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LILIES FROM SEED 

Many lilies may be successfully grown from seed sown outdoors in well prepared beds. 
However, it is quicker and easier, especially with small lots, if the seed is sown in flats or 
ground beds in a cool greenhouse or frame, The easy germinating species are best sown in 
early spring and the slower kinds in the summer or early fall for germination the following 
spring. These slower sorts require a period of warmth followed by a period of cold before 
top growth will appear. Provide shade during the summer by the use of lath covers which 
may replace the cold frame sash during the summer months. One-half inch is sufficiently 
deep to sow the seed when protection is offered from heavy rains. 

Seedlings of the easy kinds are best transplanted into nursery rows the spring following 
germination while those of the slow germinators should remain in the seed bed two years 
before transplanting. Seedlings may also be grown on in pots or plant bands in a greenhouse 
or frame. This method is desirable when handling the more tender sorts or those which, due 
to their rarity, should be given special attention. A light mulch of peat moss spread over the 
seed bed after germination will assist in keeping the soil surface evenly moist. Use care in 
transplanting so that the delicate young roots are not broken,
